DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter

record discloses a bag stack, but fails to disclose a self - opening bag stack comprising a 
plurality of stacked polyethylene film bags comprising 40 - 48 wt.% high density, high molecular 
weight polyethylene, 12 - 20 wt.% high density, medium molecular weight polyethylene and 20 
- 30 wt.% linear low density polyethylene having a melt index ranging from 0.10 - 0.30 gm / 10 
minutes, each of said bags including front and rear polyethylene film walls.
